Stu- 
dents don't' have to put up with 
visiting restrictions and floor 
rules. However, they are expected 
to abide by the ruies that would 
be enforced In the off campus 
world of tenants and la.ndlords. 
Ot'ier advantages of the SSR in- 
clude its proximity to the grocery 
store and the Hitching Post, the 
fact that each apartment has its 
baths which don't have to be shar- 
ed with 20 other people, and the 
almost luxurious kitchen faci- 



General meeting poor

A general meeting of students 
was held in the Fraser Auditorium 
on Thursday, February the 14th. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss future plans concerning 
tlie Student Pub operations. 

Dave Watkin, the Pub Manager 
and the Social Convenor was pre- 
sent along with the President of 
the SGA, Malcolm Jacol)s, to ex- 
plain the situation regarding the 
past, present and future operations 
of the Pub. Dave Watkin stated 
that Laurentlan University has the 
most complete social activities 
programme in comparison with 
any other university. To keep the 
entertainment the students now 
have, a great deal of money has to 
be spent. Dave went along to 
state that the precarious finan- 
cial position of the Pub opera- 
tions was caused by the levies 
which the Liquor License Board 
of Ontario instituted. Levies on 
each case of beer and each bottle 
of liquor sold is now $1 and $1.50 
respectively. 

Malcolm Jacobsstated that most 
of the expenses were comparable 
to last year, but the SGA paid over 
$5,200 In levies. 

Three alternatives were dis- 
cussed that could be implemented 
to alleviate the financial difficulty, 
(a) the implementation 'of a cover 



charge when needed; (b) the rais- 
ing of beer and liquor prices, If 
cover charges are not implemen- 
ted; (c) adjusting the entertain- 
ment programme to maintain the 
current prices. The general con- 
sensus of the shidents was to fa- 
vour the third alternative. This 
would mean that entertainment in 
the Pub only on Fridays and Sa- 
turdays, while Wednesdays and 
Thursdays would be left open with 
no entertainment. The reasoning 
of this choice was that since quite 
a few students have night classes 
on Wednesdays and Thursdays, af- 
ter class they could retire to the 
Pub and have a qciiet evening. A- 
nother reason which seemed to 
help opt for the choice of the third 
alternative was (hat most students 



do not have that much money ai 
this time of the year and high pri- 
ces would discourage students 
f/om frequenting the Pub. 

Since the Pub is a student ser- 
vice and caters to mainly the Laur- 
entaln community, the Idea of a 
Pub as stated by Dave Watkin Is 
a place where students can go and 
enjoy themselves withouttiavlng to 
pay the prices of downtown pubs. 

On Saturday, Feb. r.th, at the 
SGA Council meeting some meas- 
ures taken by the Council were 
passed to help the financial situ- 
ation. Staff prices were increas- 
ed from 25 cents to 30 cents. Al- 
so a cover charge of one dollar to 
people who are not members of the 
Laurentlan cominimI*y was appro- 
ved.

lltles. Each apsrtment provides 
adequate '■uplward space so that 
food doesn't have to l>e storied 
under your bed or on a shelf 
beside your books . Trianks to a 
full sized fridge, students can buy 
perishable goods without fear of 
them going bad. A full sized 
stove and even makes cooking 
quite simple and rends to sav? stu- 
dents a lot of money. 

However, there are disadvan- 
tages as well. Several shidents 
complained atKiut the poor noise 
Insulation between apartments. "I 
can hear the guy above me when 
he takes a piss". 

Winter brought a newsetofpro- 
bl'>ms. The apartments become 
much too hot and dry. One stu- 
dent said that he has to keep his 
window open to cool the place 
down. Several students suggested 
humidifiers. Of course, this pro- 
blem Is not restricted to SSR, 
as people In t-vi o*hor residences 
have the same complaint. 

Tony Beswick, the chief Don 
of Single Students, said that there 
have been very few discipline 
problems in the residence, nota- 
bly because there are very few 
rules. The discipline problems he 
does deal with arise mainly from 
incompatablUtles between apart- 
ment mates and matters of in- 
consideration between residents. 

Only five of the nine sections 
of the complex are open right 
now. Each section contains two 
two-bedroom units, and six four- 
bedroom units. The latter have 
two single rooms and two double 



rooms each, while the former units 
have, only two double rooms. In 
this unit, the living room - kit- 
chen area ts slightly smaller than 
In the larger unit. 

Presently, there are between 
three and five people In each 
apartment. This means that the 
residence is only about half-filled. 
However, Beswick says that there 
have been many inquiries, from 
people in other residences. He 
feels that they will have no trou- 
ble filling up the residence next 
year. There has already been some 
people from the other residences 
who have moved to Single Stu- 
dents during the course of the 
year. The opening of this new re- 
sidence has caused a drop In the 
number of students living in the 
other residences. For the first 
time In a numtwr of years, there 
are vacancies in all of them. 

If you are planning on moving 
into Single Students next year, it 
Is a good Idea to get together 
with some of your friends in 
groups of 4 or 6. Not only will 
you be spared the agonies of un- 
known and weird apartment mates, 
but you will be more likely to get 
in. Tc ctiofo Beswick: "Next year, 
preffe A. 411 be given to groups 
of 4 to 6 students who apply to- 
gether 'or an apartment. 

Preference will also Iv given 
to second, third and fourth year 
stud*'nts. First year students liv- 
ing In th'?.;e self- contained apart- 
ments don't get the (^'portunities 
to meet p>30ple that the otiier, 
tiin' tional residences offer.

Copernicus displayed

Those of you who happen to be 
In the vicinity of the second floor 
of the library tower during the 
next two weeks will be in for a 
pleasant surprise. The display 
cases in the quadrangle next to 
the bookstore, which have remain- 
ed empty for most of the year, 
have Qnally been put to use. 

The Copernicus Quincentenary 
Committee of Sudbury has or- 
ganized an exhibit of Nicolaus 
Copernicus in commemoration of 
his 500th anniversary. The actual 
date of hi 5 anniversary was Feb. 
19, 1973. However, there ha''e 
been celebrations In honour ofhim 
all during the past year In all 
countries of the world. 

Copernicus was a great Polish 
astronomer, born in Tonin In 
1473. His formative years coincid- 
ed with the Renaissance and the 
period of great geographical dis- 
coveries, an era auspicious to re- 
volutionary Ideas In science. It 
was the ambition of Copernicus' 
life to write a work on astronomy 



which would give a true picture 
of the universe. Using instruments 
of his own construction, Coper il- 
eus computed and made observa- 
tions of the heavens and gave his 
hypothesis the form of a mathema- 
tical and astronomical theorj'. 

He became Increasingly dissa- • 
tisfled with the Ptollmaic system 
of astronomy which was prevelant 
in his day. Although certain Greek 
philosophers had, as far back as 
the third century B.C., suggested 
that the sun, and not the earth, 
was the centre of the universe, 
their ideas had not been develop- 
ed. Copernicus examined these 
ideas more fully and came to the 
following conclusions; that the sun 
was the centre of our system; 
that the Earth was a planet like 
Venus and Mars; and that all the 
plmets revolved around the sun. 
Although not widely accepted at 
once, the heliocentric views of Co- 
pernicus In due course exerted a 
vital Influence on astronomy. 

The Quincentenary Committee 
of Sudbury has been working on 
the anniversary celebrations of 



Copernicus al' during the past 
year. Among the honorary mem- 
bers of this group are Dr. Ed- 
ward Monahan, Reverend Dr. R. 
Toupin and Reverend Dr. C. Wa- 
recda. As part of the celebra- 
tfons, Fr. Toupin-,, from .the His- 
tory Department, has given a ra- 
dio lecture on Ct^ernlciis. Dave 
Pearson from the Geology Depart- 
ment and Dr. S. Demers from the 
Department of Astronomy have 
also given lectures. 

Another aspect of these cele- 
bratlcms is an Essay contest which 
is being held within the elementary 
schools of Sudbury. The topic of 
the essay is Copernicus: Hu»nanlst 
and Sciertist. The essays will 
be Judged by H'T. Ot-orge Aniol 
who Is chai»"man of the commit- 
tee in Sudr-ir'-y, Dr. Warenda, D:. 
Toupin and ui. Demers will also 
help with tho jii'ltrln^. 

The commltlc •, in fo-operation 
with UNESCO, also, distributes 
a magazine, 'The Courier", lo 
the elementary schools In Sud- 
bury, The niagazlne, available in 
both French and English, deal.? 
with a wide range of topics, all ■ 



written In such a clear and 
straight forward manner that 
grade school children can easily 
uiiderstflii'l Ihem. In observanceof 
Coperni'-:i: ' CiiLncentenary,a spe- 
cial Issue was put out, giving the 
children a gpneral knowledge cf 
Copernicus. and his theories. 

the display m the Library build- 
ing Isthecommlttee'scontrl'^utlon 
to those students in the higher 
levels of learning. The exhibit 
was put up by Mr. MrozewskI, 
who is the Head librarian here 
at Laurentian. It includes books 
and stamps from hispersonal col- 
lection, books from Laurentian's 
own library and books which the 
Committee isdonatingto the libra- 
ry. Along with the books, the com- 
mittee is giving two display cases 
and a portrait of Copernicus to 
the university. The portrait will 
be hung in the Museum of Fine 
Arts on John St. 

Coloured maps, pictures and 
graphic representations otCoper- 
nicus' vision of the universe make 
the display Interesting, enjoyable 
and well worth seeln;?.

Clark talks on Abortion

Abortion was the tc^Ic of a pa- 
per presented by Lorenne Clark to 
Laurentlan students last Friday. 
The paper dealt with the ethical 
problem of abortion as argued by 
the Intutlonlsts and the utilitari- 
ans, 

Ms. Clark, aphilosopoyprofes- 
sor at the University of Toronto 
has interests In ethics, the philo- 
sophy of law and political ethics. 
She has been Involved in the estab- 
lishment of a rape crisis centre In 
Toronto which just recently open- 
ed and Is doing studies on sub- 
jects of alternate life styles and 
communal living. 

There are two stands one can 
take in arguing the ethical as- 
pects of abortion. Onelsprcvose'i 
by the intutlonlsts who argue '.hat 
some acts are intrinsically good 
or bad. They consider the foe- 
tus to be a human life, therefore 
to kill It would be a bad act. 
This gives rise to the notion of 
basic moral equality. Since the 
foehis Is considered to beahuman 
life. It has rights of Its own. 
When one argues In this way, the 
foehis Is on a par withthemother. 
By not allowing the possibility of 
outside circumstances to deter- 
mine whether the foetus should be 
aborted, the rights of the foetus 
are placed above the rights of the 
mother. 

The other position one could 
take Is that of the utilitarians. 
They would argue that no act Is 
good or bad In Itself. But It Is 
the consequences which deter- 
mine whether the act Is good or 
bad. The utilitarians believe that 
every individual stands as an e- 
qual moral unit therefore rights 
are given to the foetus as well. 
But ttiey do allow that some cir- 
cumstances will arise where the 
foetus ought to be aborted. 

GIveji the case where & single 
woman finds herself pregnant, with 
no means to support a child, abor- 
tion should be allowed. If the ab- 



ortion was not procured, this wo- 
man would be forced to go through 
an unwanted pregnancy and also be 
ostrasized by society for her mo- 
ral indiscretion. The child would 
also suffer from lack of a lather 
figure and legal status. 

In low income groups where the 
man cannot provide forthe family, 
the wife Is unable to properly care 
for and clothe her children. Ifthe 
wife QndsherselfpregnantjWlthno 
at)6rtIon available, she is forced to 
go out and work to relieve the fl- 
nancial burden. In this case, the 
mother, father and child suffers. 
Tax payers also must suffer since 
they must pay to support such 
families whohaveinadequatemea- 
ns. 

Ms. Clark went on to argue fur- 
ther that If such economic pro- 
blems were solved, the issue of 
abortion would almost be eradi- 
cated. The fact that we live In a 
society where commodities are 
supposedly available to everyone; 
however, low Income groups do 
not experience their benefits. 

A woman Is a pre-destlned pri- 
soner biologically to endure any 
pregancy. Supposedly It is her 
moral duty to suffer the onslaught 
of a foetus, a woman is not equal 
to a man, so she cannot control 
her owii life. She will never have 
equal opportunity with man unless 
she can control her own body. If 
women are to be given equal sta- 
his in society, they should also 
have the right to abortion on de- 
mand. 

Some argue that abortion Is car- 
ried out under selfish motives and 
therefore to prevent such occur- 
ances. It should be legislated a- 
gainst. Lorenne Clark pointed out, 
"That the law never has or hope- 
fully never will legislate against 
selflshness." It then Irecomesa 
question of who decides what Is 
selfish. In such cases It can only 
be left up to the moral conscience 
of the woman since only she will 
know. 

On the other hand, if qhrijrtlon 



were legislated, provlslois should 
be made forvarlous contingencies. 
Even laws governing homicide, 
make allowances in some cases 
where murder is acceptable; self- 
defence Is just one of these. Why 
should this not hold true for abor- 
tion legislation? Is It not an act 
of self-defence on the part of the 
mother to abort a foehjs when It 
endangers her own .health? 

There Is an obvious distinction 
between personal moraltly and 
morality which Is legislated. Ac- 
cording to Ms. Clark, no woman 
that she has ever counselled has 
taken lightly the matter of aborting 
her pregnancy. Women are aware 
of the moral responsibilities. We 
are just as capable of making 
acceptable decisions on mo- 
ral questions as are men. Ms. 
Clark stated that if morally, a wo- 
man felt that the foehis Inside her 
was not yet viable, she had the 
moral right to abort that foehis. 
It Is left up to her moral con- 
science; obviously there Is a dif- 
ference between an abortion at 
twelve weeks and one at twenty- 
six weeks. 

Women should be given the right 
to decide their own destiny. 

During the question period, Ms. 
Clark prc^osed various methods 
for Improving the abortion slhia- 
tlon. If abortions on demand were 
legalized, the numbers would ap- 
pear to increase due to the fact 
that girls frequenting back-street 
butchers, would now be permitted 
to have a safe, legal abortion. 
Ms.C!ark suggested that legisla- 
tion should be passed to provide 
abortion clinics In towns and cities 
with a certain minimum popula- 
tion. Also a federal law legis- 
lating abortion should be passed; 
for if no such federal law exists, 
the matter comes under the Jur- 
isdiction of the provincial minis- 
fries for health and welfare. It 
Is conceivable that women In Que- 
bec and Newfoundland would be 
worse off then they are .now.

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University of Guyana 



The University of Guyana was established 
by an Act of the legislature on April 19, 
1963, somelhreeyearsbeforeGuyanaachiev- 
ed its Independence. 

Its^ objective Is to promote "teaching and 
research relevant to the needs of a de- 
veloping Guyana of a standard of excellency 
which will win international acceptance". 
In Just eleven years these goals have been 
largely achieved. 

At the start the University was able to 
offer only general degree programmes con- 
flned to the Arts, Natural Sciences and 
Social Sciences. 

Soon more specialized programmes were 
made available at both the professional and 
sub-professional levels. In 1966 the Uni- 
versity Introduced a two year diploma pro- 
gramme In Public Administration for ex- 
perienced civil servants and also diploma 
and cerllDcate courses in Radiography and 
Medical Technology. In 1967 a faculty of 
Education was established and it offers atvo 
year in service training course leading to a 
Diploma in Education. 

In 1969, a new Division of Technical Stu- 
dies opened its doors. It now offers higher 
diploma courses In Civil Engineering, Ar- 
chitectural and Building Technology and 
Telecommunications as well as a General 
Technical Diploma, and in 1911/72 , it in- 
troduced a higher diploma course in Me- 
chanical Engineering as well as a de- 
gree course In Land Surveying, Quantity 
Survenlng and Land Economy. For the first 
time, starting in October 1970, the Univer- 
sity offered Guyanese an opportunity to 
study the Ilrst year of a law degree pro- 
gramme at home, under a.-, agreement with 
the University of the West Indies. Stu- 
dents planning to take their Bachelor of 
Laws at the Barbados Campus of the Uni- 
versity of the West Indies may spend their 
flrst year of study at the U^aversity of 



Guyana. 

Initially, the University of Guyana was 
severely restricted in its physical facili- 
ties. For six years, It had no campus of 
its own, classes and laboratory sessions 
had to be conducted at Queens College and 
the government Technical Institute, while 
offices and the library were accommodated 
in staff quarters and temporary buildings 
in Queen's College Compound. Later, pre- 
mises had to be rented at some distance 
to house the Faculty of Education. Mean- 
while, plans had been laid to construct a 
new 140 acre campus for the University at 
Turkeyen, two miles cast of Georgetown. 
The site Is a former sugar estate given 
by the Booker Group of companies. 

The flrst stage In the construction pro- 
gramme was made possible by substantial 
grants totalling some $4.8 million from the 
governments of Guyana, Great Britain and 
Canada. In October, 1969, the University 
was able to move to the Turkeyen Campus 
when the first phase of building was com- 
pleted. 

The student body of the University of 
Guyana has also grown over the years. In 
October 1963, the first admissions to the 
University numbered only 164. Six years 
later the new admissions had increased to 
550. In all, some 1030 students were re- 
gistered in all programmes during the 
1969/70 year. The present enrollment is 2000. 
So far, the University's academic pro- 
gramme has had to be geared largely to 
the needs of students holding full-time Jobs 
but the Division of Technical Studies has 
been able to introduce day classes In three 
of its programmes. At present, the Univer- 
sity has moved into full time day program- 
mes for degrees completing a three year 
transitional period In which most courses 
were moved from a evening to day-time 
basis.

The EXPERIMENT Is an Independent, 
non-profit, educational exchange organiza- 
tion founded In 1932, devoted to creatine 
mutual understanding and friendship 
among the peoples of the world. It is fi- 
nanced primarily by the fees of its par- 
ticipants and the contributions of alumni 
and friends, but also by some grants and 
scholarships from organizations and govern- 
ment bodies. 

Primarily, the purpose of an EXPERI- 
MENT programme is to provide an inten- 
sive cross-cultural experience for each 
participants. Individuals live with families, 
not as guests, but as members of the fa- 
mily, proving for themselves that people

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Clark and Kuvek 
talk abortion law 



As a continuation to her after- 
noon appearance, at Laurentian 
University, Ms. Clark was pre- 
sent as a public debate held at 
St. Andrew's Place that evening. 

Appearing with her was Don 
Kuvek, a Sudbury lawyer, who ex- 
plained and discussed the history 
of atwrtlon taw In Canada. Under 
the common law which originated 
in the Middle Ages In England, a- 
bortion was not considered a cri- 
me, ^th ecclesiasticallnterven- 
tlon, atwrtlon law t)ecame part of 
the common law and criminal 
law. 

Prior to 1989, laws similar to . 
the 19th century English law, de- 
fined a human being as one being 
completely removed from the wo- 
man's body and alive. In the ab- 
ortion sections structured prior to 
1969, it was a criminal offense to, 
kill -an unborn child. The abor- 
tionist could be punished with a 
life sentence while the mother re- 
ceived a lesser sentence approxi- 
mating two years. It was also a 
criminal offense to attempt an a- 
bortion. 

In such cases where the mo- 
ther's life was at stake, an abor- 
tion was not an offense. This 
special deflnition referred to the 
life of the mother, either physi- 
cal or mental. 

In 1969 there were ammend- 
ments to the code. The defini- 
tion ofahumanbeingwas the same. 
It is now an offense to kill an un- 
born child duringthe time of giving 
birth, except to save the llfeofthe 
mother. 

In order to procure anat»rtion, 
where there is a doctor Involved 
and an accredited hospital, thede- 
clsion Is made involving a thera- 
peutic abortion committee. This 



committee must meet and hear the 
case. If a certificate Is Issued, 
the abortion will be legal. 

Lorenne Clark pointed out that 
there were a few things wrong 
with this therapeutic abortion co- 
mmittee If the committee Is a- 
galnst abortion. The case could 
possibly be delayed until it is too 
late in the pregnancy for an abor- 
tion to be performed. Also there 
are no means to challenge a com- 
mittee such as this. 

In a recent case involving one 
Dr. Morgentaler, one section of 
the criminal code was used for 
the defence. Article 45 is rare- 
ly used in such cases as Dr. Mor- 
gentalers but Itspurposelstopro- 
tect doctors ag^nst malpractice 
claims. The Article reads,' "Ev- 
ery one Is protected from crimi- 
nal responsibility for performing 
a surgical operation upon any per- 
son is (a) the Iteration Is per- 
formed with reasonable care and 
skill, and (b) it is reasonable 
to perform the operation, having 
regard to the state of health of 
the person at the time the oper- 
ation is performed and to all the 
circumstances of the case." 

The outcome of the Morgentaler 
case might pressure the govern- 
ment to consider abortion chan- 
ges; if such is done a clear vic- 
tory of equality for women will be 
somewhat partially achieved. 

Thanks go out to Ms. Lorenne 
Clark and Mr. Don Kuvek for 
their presentations from the Y.W. 
C.A., the Laurentian Women's Wo- 
rkshop, the Laurentian Universi- 
ty Departments of Philosophy and 
Sociology.

REGINA (CUP) ~ The Saskat- 
chewan ppfvlnclal government has 
developed a self test for gonnor- 
hea in women and is beginning 
free distribution of It in the pro- 
vince. 

The test kit, called Gonax, can 
be used by an Individual at home; 
the person then malls a sample 
to the Saskatchewan Provincial 
Laboratories Department and 
within a week the result is re- 
ported back. 

The test. Is as accurate as any 
other test currently l>elng used in 
Saskatchewan. 

"The whole design of Gonax is 
for the women who have a symp- 



tomatic or undetected gonnorhea", 
said Dr. D. Penman, the develo- 
per of Gonax. It is estimated that 
80% of women Infected are asymp- 
tomatic. 

Women can use aliases when 
mailing in the sample. "The ma- 
jor concern Is that women will 
feel at ease using Gonax and will 
take advantage of the kit", said 
Jeanne McGuIre, pro jeetor co-or- 
dinator. 

Although venereal diseases are 
on the increase throughout Cana- 
da, Saskatchewan Is the first pro- 
vince to Instlhite a program like 
this.

While I welcome the Intent and 
content of recent articles by Both- 
well and Jarman re; apartheid In 
South Africa, I feel that they have 
both avoided the central basis of 
that system. Ideologies, as op- 
posed to science, arise to Justify 
a particular system of exploita- 
tion and oppression. They are 
philosophical systems which at- 
tempt to obscure the reality and 
maintain the status quo. Thus, we 
are told in Canada that we have 
"freedom", "democracy", equal- 
ity of opportunity", etc. when in 
fact we have exploitation, totali- 
tarianism in most of our dally 
life, and no move towards equali- 
ty of the human condition. Simi- 
larly, In South Africa, an Ideology 
of racism and racist institutions 
have been implemented to pre- 
serve a system in which the maj- 
ority (blacks) are economically 
exploited by the minority (white 
workers and white elite). That 
apartheid Is a system of economic 
exploitation and oppression Is qui- 
ckly revealed by the following fac- 
ts: Q) the average Income of 
white miners In 1972 was 42times 
the average Income of black min- 
ers; (2) the average income of 
white manufacturing and construc- 
tion workers in 1969 was 20 Umes 
the average black Income In those

come of blacks for that year was

was 27 per 1000 for whites and 
200 per 1000 for blacks, and;oon.
